the “equitable distribution of Federal funds 
between white and Negro schools without 
reducing the proportion of state and local 
funds spent on Negro schools; and the con- 
tinuation of numerous types of student aid, 
especially to high school students. 


Above all, the message of the President 
is a frank recognition of the responsibility 
of the Federal government for vital aid in 

solving the growing problems of the youth. 


The sum proposed by the President is to 
be stretched out over six years. But it is a 
serious limitation that it does not begin until 
1939, and that even then, the totally inade- 
quate figure of 570,000,000 is to be first ap- 
propriated. 

With the youth hard hit by increasing 
unemployment and lack of opportunity, the 
$199,000,000 appropriation (scheduled for 
the 6th year) should be immediately made. 

Meanwhile, labor and progressives should 
join with the youth in blocking any layoffs 
on the NYA and the CCC, and in.calling for 
immediate appropriation of the full $75,000,- 
000 for NYA during the current year.
